The aliirminf; sluto of affnirs rosulfing from Iho frequency with 


which drunken drivers are found in fhnrgo of higli-powored autos or 
.the kighwnys, has induced Judge Knvifshi. lo decide upon a jail sentenco 
in addition lo n fine for cv«ry sucli ol'l'ondcr brought before him in tho 
district court. 
Tho judge is cnlirely within his legal authority in so 


' disposing of sm-li eases. 
Jloreover, it; lias been found that the courts 


cannot properly eope with this; evil in liny other 
way. 


The perils "f \isinfr the highways under present conditions must ho 


removed or at least .minimized. 
Much is cxpce.ted of tho recess com- 


mittee of the state legislature, appointed to make a study of motor 
vehicle conditions with a vic\v to recommending legislation that will 
promote safety on tho hiulnvnys. 
The eominjttei! is lo malce a tour of a 


number of states for the p'lirpoan of making a study of the laws and 
traffic condition*, with n view to adopting what is best calculated to 
solve the traffic problems and at the same lime reduce the number of 
serious accidents which have already attained .most alarming proportions. 


Without, leaving tlm slate, .however, tho committee might readily see 


the, necessity of. much greater care in t h e granting of operators' licenses. 
There is no denying thu faet that thousands of people nrc licensed 
to run motor vehicles who from one cnu.se or another should never have 
received .such privilege. 
Sonic 01 them do not. possess the mental 


equipment that every operator must hnvc to rnu a motor vehicle without 
endangering the lives of the public. Others, somehow, get by without an 
adequate knowledge of the essential points in operating an auto, and 
strange to say. 
imbei-iles. drunkards, bandits, crooks, bootleggers and 


a variety of other criminals find no difficulty in securing such licenses. 


It. would appear, tlierei'ure, thnt the reaisivnr of motor vehicles 


should investigate the hnbils, standing and intelligence of applicants for 
operators' licenses, much more carel'ully tliini has been the custom. 
It 


seems that by this means the reckless, the unfit and the criminal might 
he prevented from becoming a .menace on the highways. 
It is true, that 


the registrar is quick lo revoke the license of any operator who is con- 
victed in court for reckless driving, or who is found guilty of violating 
the motor laws in other respects. 
Hut the.vast number of snch revoca- 


tions would indicate that poor judgment, wns exercised in licensing of 
many of these operators in the Grst place. 


There is here ample room for reform nnd one that would be fruitful 


in promoting safely and sanity in the operation of motor vehicles. 
If 


the applicant can fool the examiners ho will assume that he can evade 
,the other motor laws with equal success. 
The tune has arrived when 


drastic methods must he adopted to stop the auto slaughter as a result 
of wild and reckless driving and tbVtotal Inck of a proper sense of 
responsibilitv for the strict observance of the laws provided for 
pro- 


moting safely <m the highways. 


If Registrar Goodwin refuses to grant operators' licenses to unfit 


parlies, and if the other district courts follow Hie example of Judge 
Enright, in giving drunken drivers jnil sentences, then we shall soon be 
relieved of one of the greatest perils now encountered on (he highways.

The alarming state of affairs resulting from the frequency with 


•which drunken drivers are found in uhnrge of high-powered nutos OF 
the kiglnrays, has induced Judge Knriglii. io decide upon n jail sentence 
in addilion to a line for evei-.y such offender hrought before him in the 
district court. 
The judge is entirely within his legal authority in so 


disposing- of such pases. 
Moreover, it has heeu found that tho courts 


cannot properly copn with this evil in any other way. 


The perils 01! using the highways under present conditions must be 


removed or at least .minimized. 
Much is expected of the recess com- 


mittee of the stnto legislature, appointed to make a study of motor 
vehicle conditions with n view to recommending legislation that will 
promote safely on the highways. Tho committee- is Io make a lour of a 
number of stales for tho purpose of making a study of the laws and 
traffic conditions, with a view 10 adopting what is best calculated to 
solve the traffic problems and at the same time reduce the number of 
serious accidents which have already attained .most alarming proportions. 


'Without leaving t h e stnie, however, this committee might readily see 


the necessity of much greater care in the granting of operators' licenses. 
There ij no denying the fuel 
that thousands of people aro licensed 


to run motor vehicles who from one cause or another should never have 
received such privilege. 
Rome of them do not possess the mental 


equipment Hint every operator must have to run a motor vehicle without 
endangering the lives of the public. Others, somehow, get by without an 
adequate knowledge of the essential points in operating an auto, ami 
strange to say, imbeciles, drunkards, bandits, crooks, bootleggers and 
a variety of other criminals find no difficulty in securing such licenses. 


It would nppciir, therefore, that the registrar of motor vehicles, 


should investigate the habits, standing' and intelligence of applicants foi 
operators' licenses, much more carefully than 1ms been the custom. 
seems that by this means the reckless, the unlit and (lie criminal might 
be prevented from becoming n menace on the highways. 
It is true, that 


the registrar is quick to revoke the license of any operator who is con- 
victed in court, for reckless driving, or who is found guilty of violating 
the motor laws in other respects. 
Hut the vast number of such revoca- 


tions would indicate that poor judgment was exercised in licensing of 
many of these operators in the first place. 


There is here ample room for reform and one that would be fruitful 


in promoting safely and sanity in the operation of .motor vehicles. 
If 


the applicant can fool the cs a miners ho will assume that he can cvad. 
1he other motor laws with equal success. 
The time has arrived when 


drastic methods must be adopted to stop the auto slaughter as a result 
of wild and reckless driving and the total lack of a proper sense of 
responsibility'for the strict observance of the laws provided for pro- 
moting safely on the highways. 


If Registrar Goodwin refuses to grant operators' licenses to unfit 


parties, and if the other district courts follow the example of Judge 
Enrighl in giving drunken drivers jail sentences, then we shall soon be 
relieved of one of .flic greatest, perils now encountered on the highways.
